OFFICER INJURY AND ADMIN DETAIL: OFFICER

I THEN TRANSPORTED HIM TO KAISER EMERGENCY 
HOSPITAL, 4867 SUNSET BLVD., WHERE HE WAS SEEN BY 
STAFF AND RECEIVED FIVE STICHES. FOR FURTHER SEE 
SGT. REYES FOLLOW-UP REPORT. ONCE MEDICAL 
TREATMENT WAS RENDERED, I TRANSPORTED HIM BACK 
TO THE OFFICE WHERE HE CONDUCTED SOME 
ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURES. BASED ON THE FACT 
THAT HE WAS UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF SOME 
CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE THAT WAS GIVEN TO HIM AT 
THE HOSPITAL, IT WAS NOT SAFE FOR HIM TO DRIVE. 


SGT. REYES THEN ORDERED ME AND PSO NUNEZ TO 
ASSIST OFFICER TRUJILLO AND TAKE HIM AND HIS 
VEHICLE HOME. HE WAS DRIVEN AND WE RETURNED 
BACK TO THE OFFICE.
